to the residence of James L. Libby at No. 
North Park avenue, where she would be r 
eared for. All her thoughts were centered on 
the gravity of the misfortune that. nad be- 
falien her, and the only way in which she 
could be induced to leave ber room was to 
place her in a carriage and drive 
her to the different  0ospitais of 
the city in the vain , hope that 
be could be found in one of them. Yes- 
terday was the seventh anniverssary ot her 
marriage to Mr. Libby, and she appeared to 
be more than usually oppresed by the burden 
of her sorrows. She spent most of her time in 
her room and all efforts to console ber were 
unavailing. She wept till she could weep no 
more and remained away from her meals. 
Last night the family left ber in her room as 
usual. She made no preparations for bed. 
Indeed, she had hardly removed her 
clothing from the time the calamity befell her. 
Her two children, the eldest 6 years old, called 
for a great deal of attention from her, and last 
night when they had re she spe some 
time alone at the bedside. Not once did Mrs. 
Libby even hint that ‘she had been driven to 
desperation. On the contrary, the few words 
she dropped indicated that she would renew 
the search for her husband with increased 
vigor. 

At 10:30 o' clock the house was quiet, and all 
gave one were asleep. Suddenly a piercing 
shriek threw every one into commotion, Mr. 
Libby and his father, 80 years of age, made 
their way to the bereaved woman’s room, and 
there discovered her on the floor, suffering the 
most fearful tortures. She was lifted to a 
lounge and a messenger dispatched to me of- 
fice of Dr. P. M. Wadsworth at No. 411 Centre 
street. The pbysician arrived at 10:45, and at 
once deciared that Mrs. Libby’s life could not 
be saved. He made her rest as easily as 
possible, but soon she lost all consciousness, 
and died at 11:15 o'clock, surrounded by the 
doubly grief-stricken Libby tamily. Sbe never 
spoke from the time she called out so loudly, 
and afterward, when a search was made, no 
farewell message Could be discovered. 

The means of her death were found on the 
floor beside her ina two-ounce bottle. It had 
contained two ounces of creosote, and 
only a ‘teaspoonful of the fiery fluid 
remained. She had taken far more than 
enough to accomplish her object, if that was 
to end her life. In drinking the creosote a por- 
tion found its way down her right cheek and 
neck, which were badly burned. That she did 
not die instantly is a matter of wonderment. 

Ella V. Libby was 31 years old, and married 
Charles A. Libby May 7, 1878, in Philadelphia, 
where her parents and all close relatives now 
reside. Her married life was extremely happy, 
it never having been marred by a single un- 


toward event until the occurrence which led to 


the tragedy. Two children, not old enough to 
fully realize their misfortune, are left. 

Dr. Pratt, the family physician, remained at 
the Libby residence during the night, and ii 
arrangements for the notification of r@atives 
and friends, as well as the funeral, are in his 
hands, 9 

The tamily was beside itself with grief, and 
could not give any details of thy un- 
looked for and sali affair, but did not 
deny that Mrs. Libby, overcome by the 
awtul contrast between her last day on earth 
and ber wedding-day seven years before, de- 
termined to put an end to her sufferings. The 
feelings of all were so wrought up that it was 


determined to refuse admittance to all, at least 
for some hours, and an officer, by request, was 
detailed to patrol in front of the door and noti- 
tyzall who came that no One would be admitted 
to the house. 2 

5 CAUSE OF HER DESPONDENCY. 

Her btusband’s disappearance, over which 
she had brooded much, and which, it is be- 
lieved affected ber mind, was most mysterious. 

Mr. Libby was the junior partner in the firm 
of James L. Libby & Co., whose place of bugi- 
ness is at No. 289 Monros street. Monday, 
April 27, Mr. Libby left his home at the usual 
hour, in his usual good spirits, and turned up 
at the office all right. he remained tor 
some time, and then said that be wanted to go 
down on State street on an errand. Just be- 
fore leaving he complained of a queer feeling in 
his head, but nothing was thought of his re- 
mark. He dld not return to the store that 
afternoon, and his associates believed that he 
bad gone home. Much to their surprise, early 
next morning Mrs. Libby, in a very distracied 
condition, appeared at the store in search of 
her husband, who, she said, had not returned 
home the previous night. Sbhe was alarmed 
about bim. He had been up nearly all of Sat- 
urday and Sunday nights, practically with no 
sleep at all, as she had beeu ill, and she fearcd 
that be bad been taken suddenly sick on the 
street and been removed to some hospital. 

A search was at once instituted, and Mr. 
James L. Libby, the missing man’s brother, 
who was in New York, was wired and came on 
to assist in the search. The police stations 
and hospitals were visited with no results, and 
then the anxious brother began to telegraph to 
all points where be knew Mr. Charles A. Libby 
was known. From ail these points the same 
discouraging reply was received: We have 
not seen him.“ A week ago Wednesday the 
Pin«ertons took hold of the case, but after 
nearly a week’s work gave it Up. They could 
not understand it. Mr. Libby's individual and 
firm accounts were all straight, his home life 
had been believed to bave been of the happiest, 
and no one could conjure up a motive for his 
disappearance. 

Finally, every possible means for locating 
him baving been exbausted, Mr. James Libby 
began to believe that his brother bad been 
waylaid and murdered, He was nota man ad- 
dicted to the use of liquor, and was never away 
from home unless upon. business. He had 
with him the day he left the store about $100 
in cash and a fine watch and chain. Mr. James 
Libby now feels firmly convinced that bis 
brother was sandbvagged near the river 
somewhere, robbed, and the body disposed 
of by being thrown ,iuto the wgter. He says 
that some months ago the missing man was aus- 
saulted by footpads near his own house and 
knocked insensivle by a blow on the head at

No; neither did I provide anything for ber 
while she was in this city.” 

Dr. J. W. Pheips, the physician who attended 
Sailie, says he beard notbing of Mr, Fish until 
after her death. He said the baby had been 
adopted and would have good parents. The 
doctor says that Layman had stated that he 
tecognized the father of the child as his broth- 
er-in-law, and by this he understood be meant 
Mr. Lamg, and not Mr. Fisb. 

It was learned that the child was in charge 
of J. W. Blodgett, janitor of the Mystic. Flats.

The Experiences of the Wife of Con- 
éressman Bynum of Indiana with a 
Burglar.

THE OATTLE PLAGUE 


Missouri Assistants of the State Veter⸗ 
inarian—Meeting of Missouri Citi- 


zens. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., May 6.—(Special.]—Gov. 
Ogiesby furnishes the following list of cattle- 
inspectors in Missouri recommended by the 
Missouri State Veterinarian in pursuance of 
the Governor's late order modifying the quar- 
antine proclamation of April 25; Charlies 
Crowley, H. F. James, G. Scully, Riram Al- 
tot y, and J. 8.

The Governor 
states that certificates af any others recom- 
mended by Dr. Paul Paquin of Columbia, Mo., 
will be received by the Lilinois authorities, and 
expresses the hope that the embarrassment 
arising from the quarantine will now be re- 
duced to the minimum, He asks persons in- 
terested in shipments or desiring inspecaon to 
communicate direct with Dr, Paquin, 

MeEexi100, Mo., May 7.—A meeting of leading 
citizens of Boone, Calloway, and Audrain 
Counties was held here today to consider 
means of relief from the quarantine of 
other States. Gov. Marmaduke was pres- 
ent. Dr. Michener of the National Bureau 
of Animallndustries reported the disease had 
been effectually checked, and there was not a 
single case of actual contagious pleuro-pneu- 
monia in Callaway County. He recommends a 
fund of $10,000.be raised by subscription and 
placed in the State Treasurer's bands for use in 
case of a renewal of the outbreak during the 
next six months. He believes inter-State 
quarantine measures unnecessary except in 
reference to Calaway County and recommends 
that cattle be permitted to pass from that 
county on an official inspection and certificate 
and that from other counties the shipper 
should certify that the cattie have 
not come from Callaway County or 
been exposed to disease. The recommendations

WAR ON THE SILVER DOLLAR. 

The policy of the Administration with re 
spect to silver and cognate questions is not 
fully determined, but there are some points as 
to which there can be no doubt, There is to 
be war on the silver dollar. The Secretary of 
the Treasury is not disposed to force silver 
dollars into use in the payment of clearing- 
house balances at New York and in other 


as to the use of silver since Mr. Jordan 
entered upon his duties as Treasurer.

Arrests Made Yesterday in Chicago — A 
Strong Chain of Circumstantial

West Harrison street, The chain of circum- 
stantiai evidence against the prisoners is strong. 
Mamie Corbett, who saw the Italians carry the 
trunk from the house to the express wagon, 
says she can identify the men, and is ouly too 
anxious to be given an opportunity to take the 
witness-stand. 

The reporter passed the greater part of yes- 
terday on Tiidén avenue. It is three blocks in 
length, and runs from Morgan street to Centre 
avenue. On both sides of the street are the 
babitations of tough Italians, and in order to 
make matters easy for them a number of 
joints where ewill beer is sold are met with 


about twenty feet apart. 

The bouse in which the murder was com- 
mitted is a rickety, weather-beaten building. 
A small fence runs in front of the house, and 
the rear yard is covered with débris of all 
descriptions. The lower room is occupied by 
a woman named Mrs. Dolan, who shows a dis- 
position to énub everyone who botirs her 
about the @dtalians. She knew Filippo Caruso, 
the murdered man, but knew nothing about 
his disappearance. 

WHERE CARUSO WAS KILLED. 

A trap-door leads from her apartments to the 
room inwhbich the murder was committed. 
The reporter was unable to enter the room 
from the rear stairs, the one used as a means 
of egress and ingress by the Italians, because 
the key to the door was lost. However, tne 
trap-door was burst open and a stairway two feet 
in width was ascended. The first room met 
with was the kitchen“ used by the Italians. 
The walis were dirty and the wind found an 
easy entrance through several broken panes of 
glass. Some straw was scattered over the 
fioor, and the chimney was filled with rags, 
which indicated that it bad not been used of 
late. In the “kitchen” were no signs 
to indicate that a struggle had taken 
place; no blood was on the 
floor, and no fturniture or cooking uten- 
silg were found. The door leading to the 
front part of the house was locked, but it gave 
way to a violent kick. It was in this room 
that the murder was committed. The Italians 
who occupied the room were Jurado, calied 
“the dude by people in the neighborhood, 
Caruso, Bozi, Sylvester Ignozio, and John 
Azzaro. The three latter are locked up at the 
Desplaines Street Station. The bunks in which 
they slept were five in number. They were 
supported by ropes that had been securely 
fastened to the sill of the window. There was 
little giass left in the windows. The floor 
was carefully examined for blood-stains or 
anything that would indicate that a struggle 
had taken place. Nothing was found. It had 
been believed that Filippo and his brother 
Francesco lived together at No. 76 Tilden ave- 
nue, but such was not the case. Francesco 
lived at No. 76 and his brother at No. 94. The 
former lived alone and the latter with four of 
his countrymen. No reason is given for the 
brothers living apart. 

| SHOWING HIS WEALTH.

The trunk hae proved a good clew, and litt ie

at tne Central Station, and although the tittle 
girl has not seen it since the day of the murder 
she gives this -description of it: “It was 
a big trunk—awrful big—and tied with a clothes- 
Une. The little girl's account of it tallies 
with the trunk which contained the body of 
Caruso. Mamie was on her way to sohool 
when she noticed Jurado carrying it into the 
house. She said to a companion that the Ital- 
jans were going to move, and that she was giad 
of it, as they were unpleasant neighbors. 
“ What did they do next?“ was asked. 

„They took it around to the steps and went 
upstairs. In a few minutes I beard them talk- 
ing in a queer. manner, and soon after they 
were in the alley. Two of the men bad hold of 
it at the ends. They carried it out into the 
street, and again began to talk. Then one of 
them, Idon’t know his name, put it on his 
shoulder, and it toppled over. It would have 
fallen to the ground if ‘the dude’ bad not 
caught it. I waiked behind them on my way 
to school, and didn’t pay much attention to 
them, but I knew they were awful mad by the 
way they talked. When they got to the cor- 
ner they rested the trunk on a post and waited 
until the express wagon came up. There was 
an Italian in the wagon with the driver, and 

rove up to the post and put the trunk in.“

The police here 
were notified, and Detective Bonfield, who was 
in Pittsburg yesterday, was told to go on to 
New Pork and return with the prisoners to 
this city.

The 
police now believe that she was interested in 
the case, but if she was she did not reside on 
Tilden avenue. Her husband lives somewhere 
on Milwaukee avenue.

Turner’s Packing-House—A Narrow 
> Escape. 

A disastrous fire was prevented last night by 
the efficient work of the department. The 
building involved was Turner's packing-house, 
Nos. 2611 to 2687 Archer avenue. It is an old 
structure, covering about an acre, and divided 
into departments, the floors being full of 
grease. East of, and connected with it by a 
covered bridge, is a large brick buliding ooccu- 
pied by the National Dairy Company, which 
makes the oil used in hutterine and oleomar- 
garine. Abouté o'clock flames were seen in 
the label-room on the second floor of ‘the 
centre biilding, and an alarm given from 
Station No. 136. When the district engines 
arrived the fire bad made considerable prog- 
ress and threatened the two establishments, 
80 a second. alarm was given, and, a moment 
or so zater, a third. A strong wind was blow- 
,ing from the west, and the oil works were 
menaced, but by good management Chief 
Swenie and bis men not only saved them, but 
confined the fire almost entirely to the build- 
ing where it is supposed to have started. The 
second and third stories of this structure were 
badly damaged, and the frame ice-house ad- 
joining was partially destroyed. No one could 
tell how the fire started. One man said it origi- 
pated in the sausage department, another in 
the labeling-room, and a third in the ice-bouse. 

‘A locomotive pusbed a car into the hnilding 
late in the afternoon, and it was supposed by 
some that a spark was thrown into the saw- 
dust lining of the ice-house. Mr. Turner said 
the building cost between $50,000 and $60,000, 
the machinery $25,000; and he usually carried 
about $30,000 of stock. The structure was 
damaged to the extent of $7.500, the ma- 
chinery $3,000, and the meats $2,000. There 
may also bea loes of $500 on ice, as there were 
800 cords in the house, which was deluged. 
The insurance amounts to about $70,000. 


Flames on Hampton Beach, 


Boston, Mass., May %7.—|Special.}—The At- 


lantic House at Hampton Beach, near Ports- 
mouth, N. H., a summer botel with fifty rooms, 
caught fire early this. morning, and a heavy 
northeast wind swept the flames across the 
beach to several buildmgs owned by John G. 
Cutler. They took fire and were burned, to- 
gether with the Sea View House, also owned 
by Mr. Cutler. From the Sea View the 
flames reached the Ocean House, the 
largest on the beach, baving 170 
rvoms. This hotel was aleo destroyed, and 
only strenuous efforts saved the cottage next 
to it. The following is the list of losses: 
Qoean House, owned by P. Yeaton & Co., loss 
$20,000, insurance reported at $10,000; Atlan- 
tic House, owned by J. Brown of Boston, loss 
$4,000, insured for $2,500; Sea View, loss $3,000, 
insured for $1,500; billiard hall and two ho ses 
owned by Mr. Cutier, loss $4,000, insured for 
$1,500: cottage owned by George D. Dodge, 
loss $500, insured for $400; Charles Perkins’ 
cottage, loss $2,000, insured tor $1,500. The 
total loss will probably reach $45,000. The fire 
is a severe blow to the summer dusiness at the 
beach.

Settlement of the Freight

‘The Vanderbilt Party in Chicago—More 


Cutting in East-Bound Freight 
Rates. 


Annnal Meeting and Statement of the Mich- 
igan Oentral— Attitude of the 
Delaware & Hodson. 


A New Pian for Settling the Western 
Complications—Poor Prospects of Its 
Final Acceptance. 

Now that the tripartite arbitrations have de- 
cided that the Northwestern Railroad Com- 
pany 1s no longer a member of the Western 
Trunk-Line Association, the General Managers 
of the various roads interested in the St. Paul 
and Omaha wars seem to be more inclined to 
consider active measures for the settlement 
of the difficulties. The Union Pacific officials 
who did not attend the meetings beretofore, 
not being interested in the war on Omaha and 
St. Paul business and other points east thereof, 


were invited to participate in the proceedings, 
and the settlement of the difficulties in the ter- 
ritory west of the Missouri River (tripartite 
territory) was taken into considoration, it 
being deemed necessary to settle these 
troubles before trying to settle the St. Paul 
and Omaha wars. After some discussion, 
Vice-President Potter of the Burlington, who 
has all along been exerting himself to bring 
about a peaceable settlement of the compiica- 
tions, submitted a plan which was looked upon 
with some degree of favor by all concerned. 
This plan provides for the formation of sever- 
al pools—one local pool ween roads west of 
the Missouri River; one on range cattle from 
Wyoming and Nebraska points to Chicago; 
one on competitive business in Nebraska be- 
tween the *Union Pacific, Burimgton & 
Missouri River, and Northwestern (Sioux 
City & Pacific) ; one on local 
business from Union Pacific points coming to 
Omaha; and one on Council Bluffs and Omaha 

ess proper. It was thought that if proper 
divisions of traffic could be agreed upon this 
plan would prove a satisfactory solution of 
the existing complications. But when it came 
to the discussion of a division of traffic, 
there was much difference of opinion, and it 
is feared that the negotiations will break upon 
this point. If the matter of percentages could 
be left to arbitration there would be no great 
difficulty in perfecting the proposed plan. But 
arbitration is objected to by tripartite lines, 
who insist that the managers must 
agree among themselves upon the 
division of traffic, as the arbi- 
trators might not take into consideration 
the fact that th tripartite agreement is to be 
carried out, and that the Union Pacific will 
have to provide for its three Easterr allies. 
The tripartite contract was not taken into con- 
sideration in discussing the above plan—in 
fact, that compact was not even referred to. 
The Burlington and Northwestern take the po- 
sition that the proposed agreement has 
to be made regardless of the tripartite 
contract. If the tripartite roads afterward de- 
sire to pool their proportions of the business 
under the terms of that dontract they bave 
no objection. By this means the Burlington 
and Northwestern would avoid the necessity 
of recognizing the tripartite pool and the latter 
could be carried out all the same. Everything, 
therefore, depends upon the percentage of the 
Nebraska business the Northwestern amd Bur- 
lington are willing to allow the Union Pacific. 
The plan which one of the _ tripartite 
lines was to have introduced, provid- 
ing for one pool between Chicago 
and Cheyenne to be composed of three lines— 
the Buriington and its lines west of the Mis- 
souri River, the Northwestern and its lines 
wast of the river, and the tripartite lines—did 
not come to the surface, it being ascertained 
that it could not be adopted because it would 
necessitate a direct recognition of the tripar- 
tite combination by the Buriington and Nortb- 
western, which the latter desired to avoid.

REPUBLICAN MAJORITY IN THE 
LEGISLATURE. 

If the official.count shall prove that the 
Republicans in the T -fourth Legislative 
District (Cass, Schuyler, Menard, and Mason 
Counties) have elected their candidate, Mr. 
Weaver, as a successor to the deceased Mr. 
Shaw, Democratic member, the victory will 
have an important influence over the career 
of the present Legislature. It will give the 
Republicans a majority in the House as well 
as the Senate, enable them to summon 4 
quorum of the joint assembly even if the 
Democrats refuse to yote, and thus render 
the election of a Republican to the United 
States Senate not only feasible but almost 
certain. The two Cook County members 
who have generally refused to vote tor Gen. 
Logan—Sittig and MacMillan—will not be 
able to justify absenteeism or refusal to vote 
for anybody, and if a majority of the mem- 
bers elected to both Houses be present and 
vote, which will be the case if all the Repub- 
licans, inclading the new member, take part 
in the joint assembly, then the person re- 
ceiving a majority of the votes cast will be 
elected. The encouragement. of an actual 
majority in both Houses will probably have 
the immediate effect of uniting the Repub- 
licans, and, the deadlock once broken, the 
election of United States Senator will soon 
follow. : 

The election of a Republican to the seat 


vacated by the death of Mr. Shaw is a re- 
markable victory, be the majority ever so 


small. Every county in the district is Demo- 
cratic, and the Democratic majority in the 
four counties aggregated over 2,000 at the 
Presidential election. The assumed election 
of the Republican candidate is attributed by 
the Democrats to the fact that the Republic- 
ans of the district made a still hunt,” pre- 
tending that they were not going to contest 
the election of Leeper, the Democratic candi- 
date, and then making a desperate plunge 
the last day. The Republicans may have 
gained some advantage by this means, but 
superior tactics alone is not sufficient to ac- 
count for the suppression of a ma- 
jority amounting to more than 2,000 
votes. If the Republicans of the 
Thirty-fourth Legislative District have 
elected their candidate, the result is due in 
the main to the popular disgust at the pre- 
vailing methods ot the present Legislature. 
It is a protest against the contempt for public 
opinion and the neglect of sworn duty which 
have been shown by the pusillanimous Dem- 
ocrats who have permitted Haines to lead 
them by the nose. This event indicates that 
if a general legislative election were held in 
Illinois today the Republicans would have a 
majority of two to one in both Houses.

The mugwumps have no organization 
and no formidable mass of voters to sustain 
them. ‘They will write comfortably in their 
newspaper offices or pass resolutions in their 
clubs or pariors, but Mr. Cleveland will be 
beset with hungering and clamoring wolves 
howling for the mutton in sight which he 
withholds from them. He will find the Sen- 
ate unwilling to confirm his nominations and 
the House indisposed to vote the appropria- 
tions asked for by the departments, He will 
be embarrassed and hampered on all sides, 
and will appeal in vain to his mugwump ad- 
visers and supporters for practical aid. He 
will be helpless and they will be powerless. 
He will be compelled to choose between a 
complete surrender to the spoilsmen or a bit- 
ter conflict extending throughout his entire 
Administration. 

As a matter of fact, Mr. Cleveland is not a 
radical civil-service reformer. He does not 
hesitate to remove and suspend when it suits 
his purposes to do so, and the great majority

A NEW ENGLISH LAND REFORM. 

One of the surest indications of the radi- 
cal influences which are at work te affect 
landholding in England and which are rap- 
idly changing its agricultural conditions is 
afforded in the action taken by a largely-at- 
tended meeting held in London recently. 
Among those present were such large land- 
holders as Lord Carnarvon, who was the 
President of the meeting, the Duke of Ar- 
gyll, the Duke of Westminster, the Marquis 
of Northampton, the Earl of Pembroke, the 
Earl of Jersey, and others. The object of 
this meeting was to take the preliminary 
steps for the organization of an association 
to be called The Small Farm and Laborers’ 
Holding Company.” 

The principal object of the association is 
to buy land in large quantities and to dispose 
of it in such a manner that it may be availa- 
ble for small farms or even lots for residence 
property, with ground enough for garden 
use. The company proposes to make the 
terms easy by extending payments over a 
series of years and even to lend money so 
as to enable the small proprietor to build a 
house. The followmg extract from the 
scheme, as officially set forth to the meeting, 
gives further details: 

Land might be purchased from land-owners, 
part payment being made in shares of the com- 
pany. Purchase might be effected by allowing 
the buyer to pay a fixed annual sum, accord- 
ing to the actuarial tables, including interest 
and repay ment of capital, over a term of years, 
orto pay acertain sum, say from £2 to £3 
every year, towards the payment of capital, 
with annual interest at the rate of 3% or 4 per 
cent paid on the sum still remaining due. In 
this case the payments would grow less every 
year. Again, some of the land might be pur- 
chased by making the usual rent a perpetual 
payment. In this case there must be buildings 
erected by the purchaser as a security that the 
land should not be returned on the hands of 
the company. It would probably not be de- 
sirable that much of the land should be 
acquired in this last manner. In case ot fail- 
ure on the part of the purchaser, It he were 
unable himself, or the company for him, to 
find a purchaser, the company would sell the 
holding by auction, paying over to the pur- 
chaser any surplus after first paying what was 
due to themselves and defraying expenses of 
auction. Each purchaser would have com- 
plete right of selling bis holding, or, except in 
those special onses where the rent was per- 
7 — of removing any buildings erected by 

mselt.

THE CHICAGO UNIVERSITY. 
After a long struggle under a load of con- 
stantly-accumulating debt the University of 
Chicago is about to be sold to satisfy the ob- 
ligation. The case has really been a hope- 
less one for several years past in the estima- 


to believe an unpalatable truth. The insti- 
tution has been under a cloud from the start, 
nearly thirty years ago, It borrowed money 
to begin with, and the notes given by its 
friends at the outset were most of them ren- 
dered worthless by the panic of 1857. Since 
then it has been sustained largely by a resort 
to the process which, in commercial par- 
lance is known as “shinning,” a mode of 
operation that generally ends in bankruptcy, 
as is the case in this instance. 

The pecuniary aspect of the case has been 
complicated all the way through by radical 
misunderstanding of the facts. The assur- 
ance was given time and again, by people 
who ought to know, that there was no legal 
lien for the indebtedness; as the terms of the 
deed by Senator Douglas precluded the possi- 
bility of alienation of the property. Labor- 
ing under this impression the moneyed friends 
of the institution several times offered to 


such would be accepted in full of all de- 
mands,” but the officers of the company that 
loaned the money insisted on the whole, and 
while the parley went on the debt increased 
by the compounding of interest till it now 
far exceeds the actual selling value of the 
property. The proof of the fact

ment- that made the land responsible 
for the debt came like a clap of thunder out 
of a clear sky. It not only swept away the 
last gleam of hope, but it disgusted nota 
few who had been misled by the assurances 
above referred to, The difficulty is very 
much akin to the case of a candle that has 
burned away at both ends. The load is 
heavier than it needed to have been, and the 
number of men willing to bear a part of it is 
lessened in even greater proportion. 

The last- named part of the dilema is much 
the graver of the two. The sum of a little 
over $300,000 is by no means a large one if 
the institution enjoyed the sympathy of the 
men who have for so long watched the prog- 
ress of its affairs and aided with money to 
keep the university alive till now. But it 
does not command that sympathy, and its 
best friends can hardly dare to hope that it 
will ever do so, under the control of the men 
who are responsible for the misrepresenta- 
tion which has led to the present crisis. We 
do not wish to be understood as intimating 
that the individuals now at the head were 
personally guilty of the misrepresentation 
complained of, but they cannot avoid the con- 
sequences that belong to the affiliation. Ap- 
parently the only hope left for the real 
friends of the university is that it will be 
abandoned by the present management, and 
that it is not in so utterly hopeless a condi- 
tion as to prevent others from taking hold. 
There is room for a university in Chicago, 
and it would be a thousand pities if the no- 
ble gift of Douglas be allowed to lapse to 
other uses than those intended by the donor. 
It is true that there are quite asemany uni- 
versities in the country as are needed, but 
there should be room among them all for the 
conservation of one in the great city of the 
West, where it has existed over a quarter of 
a century within a stone’s throw of the home 
of a man whose memory Illinois should de- 
light to honor as long as the State itself en- 
dures,

THE BUCKET-SHOP’ MUDDLE. 

At an early day in the history of the reap- 
ing machine a reporter, green” as to things 
agricultural but otherwise e awake, was 
sent to report the progress and results of a 
State trial of reapers and mowers.

figures that have lately been cut off. There 


is no room for question that if the Open 
Board can establish its own range of 
prices it will oceupy a much more 
respectable position in the eyes of 
the public and command a more 
jiberal patronage than ft could ever hope for 
as a mere side-show or hanger-on to the big 
board. We suggest to the proprietors of the 
bucket-shops that the same improvement in 
standing and revenue is open to them. If 
they are worthy to exist at all as institutions 
for trading in grain and provisions they 
should be able to assert an independent ex- 
istence. Perhaps the taking of such an atti- 
tude would even result in their ultimate 
recognition by the leviathan which, it is 
claimed, now seeks to crush them out of ex- 
istence.

If, on the con- 
trary, the result should be failure the bucket- 
shop would then do a service to humanity by

When Anthony M. Kelley put in his appli- 
cation for a Ministerial positién and had it 
satisfied by his appointment to Italy, he little 
imagined the troubles which would ensue.

the validity of his claim as an ex- 
Confederate Mr. Keiley has been ingustrious- 
ly engaged in jumping out of the frying-pan 
into the fire and out of the fire back into the 
frying-pan. His Confederate record alone 
would have damned him in the estimation of 
any man less determined to reward hostility 
to his Government than Secretary Bayard. 
But this was not the only record that rose to 
plague him. His utterances as an Uliramon- 
tane, and specially as directed against the 
Italian people, were cited with such force 


that speedily there came a protest from Italy 


against his appointment. Thereupon, at a 
banquet tendered him in Richmond, before 
his appointment had been withdrawn, he 
sought to smooth the matter over by declar- 
ing that the acquiescence of the people of 
an invaded State in the change of sover- 
eigns is, so far as the world is concerned, the 
conclusion of the public question, and must 
determine thereupon the judgment of all peo- 
ple.” Let it be remembered that his ap- 
pointment in the first place was protested 
against not as objectionable to the Roman 
Catholic Church, of which he is a member, 
but as an insult to the Italian people, who do 
not recognize the Pope as their temporal 
sovereign. 

Out of this frying-pan he went into the 
fire by his proposition of public law as stated 
The Catholic Mirror of Baltimore 
has picked him ub and pinned him to the 
wall, where it is exhibiting him as a speci- 
men of a bad Catholic for saying one word in 
favor of Victor Emmanuel’s “iniquitous 
usurpation of the Pope's domains.” It 
anathematizes him for speaking directly 
against the whole drift of Papal allocu- 
tions, not only by Pius IX., but by our pres- 
ent Sovereign Pontiff Leo XIII.“ Every 
utterance of both,” it says, has been a re- 
newed condemnation of the continued spolia- 
tion of the Holy See by the greedy and bank- 
rupt Government of pagan Italy.” The un- 
fortunate Keiley, it appears, is notonly igno- 
rant of one of the fundamentals of his 
church—namely: that no popular vote or ac- 
tion of any kind has any force as against a 
Papal allocution—but he is also lectured by 
the Mirror for stating that the Italian pecple 
have acquiesced in the spoliation.” He is 
ordered to recognize the contrary on pain of 
being pronounced a bad Catholic, and to be- 
lieve that with bayonets at their throats 
they can only preserve a moody silence while 
the ballot-boxes are being stuffed,” and much 
other bosh of the same sort.

Gounod bav'ng left 
England for France. In 1872, at M. Gounod’s 
request, I entered into an agreement not to 
sing any music but his, and refused many en- 
gagements. He promised to obtain me an en- 
gagement at the Opéra Coffique in Paris, but 
tailed to carry out this and other contracts. He 
lived about three years at my house, and was 
treated in the kindest way. My husband 
and [I nursed him through a serious 
iliness.”” There was not the slightest founda- 
tion for the grossly-malevolent libel in the 
Gaulois that any improper intimacy bad taken 
place between ber and the defendant. There 
was not the slightest truth in these imfamous 
charges on her character and reputation. Her 
evidence was given with mucb pathos in tone 
and manner. She is a clever actress as weill as 
a maguetie woman.

LOWELL’S TRIBUTE TO COLERIDGE. 


Mr. James Russell Lowell unveiled the bust 
of Coleridge, the poet, in Westminster Abbey 
thie afternoon. The bust was placed between 
those of Shakspeare and Campbell. The pane- 
gyric was delivered by Mr. Lowell, and the com- 
position was both graceful and gioquent 
in matter. The company present at the 
unveiling cerenionies was composed al- 
most entirely of distinguished persons, 
among whom were Vernon Houguton 
and Lord Chief-Justice Coleridge. Previous 
to the unveiling of the bust a prelimimary 
gathering was heid in the Chapter House. Be- 
sides Lord Chief-Justice Coleridge and Baron 
Houguton there were present Lord Aberdare, 
Cannon Farrar, Robert Browning, Prof. 
Bl and the whoie Coleridge tamily, in- 
clud the grandson and granddaughter of 
the poet. Many members of the House of 
Commons, noblemen, Bishops, Deacons, and a 
large num of Americans were aleo in at- 
tendance. Dean Bradiey and Mr. Lowell 
entered the Chapter House arm-in-arm. The 
Dean made a short speech, in which he said 
be heartily sympathized with the object 
of the meeting. He paid a high tribute to Mr. 
Lowell, and said that he was eminently fitted 
to perform the duty of unveiling the statue. 
The ceremofiy, be said, would add another link 
to the many that already bound together En- 
gland and America. 

Mr. Lowell replied that he would have pre- 
ferred that the task of unveiling the statue 
bad been intrusted to wortbier bands, but the 
fact that the bust is a gift of the late Rev. Dr. 
Mercer of Rbode Island through bis executrix, 
Mrs. Pell, supplied that argument of fitness 
which would otherwise have been absent.

A WAR BALLOON, 


A Monster Air Carriage to Be Built 
by Gen. Thayer at the Government’s 
Expense. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., May 7.—[Special. I— The 
Ordnance Board of the United States army has 
recommended the construction of a monster 
war balloon for the use of the Government, 
and Gen. Russell Thaver of this city, the in- 
ventor, bas received instructions to begin 
work. The board recommends that a balloon 
of seven tons ascending force be constructed, 
and that trials be made with it. It will be the 
largest balloon ever constructed in this coun- 
try, and will dave a diameter of sixty feet and 
a length of 185 feet. 

The “dirigible war balloon as itis called 
is a cigar-shaped machine, pointed at both 
ends, and, unlike ordinary balioons, sails 
through the air longitudinally. It is about 
three times as long as it is wide. The bag is 
made of oiled silk, and there is a wooden deck 
in place of the ordinary wicker car. There ia 
a Sack within the bag whereby the balloon is 
made to ascend or descerd at the will of the 
aeronaut. When be wants to ascend he draws 
the air from the sack and fills the bag 
with the hydrogen, and when he 
wisbes to descend he replaces the hydrogen in 
the bag with air. The descent can be made 
without the use of ballast. The balloon bas a 
speed of thirty miles an hour independent of 
the wind. The motive power is compressed 
air. Tons of dynamite percussion bombs may 
be carried into the clouds, and dropped while 
the balloon sails over a camp, or* fortification, 
or fleet of ships. The work of destruction, 
Ges. Thayer says, can best be accomplished 
when the bailoon is at a bight of 500 or 600 
feet. When the balloon is constructed a trial 
will be made at some inland point. It will cost 
the Government $10,000 to make this expert 
ment.

AN EFFORT TO FIND OUT HOW ABLE BE 16 TO 
LIQUIDATE A JUDGMENT FOR $23,000 aGaINsT 
HIM. 

The examination to ascertain whether og not 
H. B. Miner, popularly known as “ Buffalo” 
Miller, is able to liquidate a judgment of $22.- 
961 held by F. A. Eastman, was begun in one 

United States court-rooms in the Gov- 
nt Building before Commissioner P. A. 

Hoyne and a jury yesterday morning. The de- 
fendant, Miller, who is an old, white-headed 
and gray-bearded man, was in court taking an 
active interest in the case, but the plaintiff, 
Mr. Eastman, was absent in New York. A. N. 
Waterman and L. H. Boutelie acted as counsel 
tor Miller, while Eastman was  repre- 
sented by Francis Lackner and 8. 
Cc. East man. The interest in the 
case binges upon the fact that the litiration 
grows out of matters which date back to the 
whisky troubles of 1875. At that time Miler 
purchased of Goldman & Eastman the Biack- 
hawk Distillery, paying for it $10,000 cash ana 
notes for $26,000. Subsequently, in 1878, after 
the whisky trials, Miller went through bank- 
ruptey, but it ie shown that be concealed some 
of Bis property. Mr. Lackner, in his opeuing 
statement, promised to show that Miller bad 
gathered in from various sources $750,000 since 
the Chicago fire, which, be said, Miller held in 
his wife’s and other pvople’s names, to avoid 
his creditors. Col. Waterman replied that Mil- 
ler had gone through bankruptcy in 1878, when 
he was unable to pay the $80,000 fine assessed 
upon him by the Government, and that since 
that time be had not been in active business 
and bad no way of accumulating anything ex- 
cept out of the, salary of $3,000 a year paid 
him by the Western Export Association, of 
which he is President. 

Several witnesses were called, B. L. Sawyer 
‘testified that he was the bookkeeper of the 
Blackhawk Distillery, in which Miller owned 
$70,000 stock, and that the officers of the same 
institution had at ove time applied for and se- 
cured a loan of $100,000 of the Merchants’ 
Loan & Trust Company. This was objected to 
on the und that Miller’s connection witb the 
—— ceased prior to the bankruptey pro- 

Mr. „ claimed the evidenve was com- 
petent on the theory that Miller had been con- 
cealing his property. 

Commissioner Hoyne doubted the propriety 
of going behind the bankruptcy proceedings, 
and agreed to submit the question to Judge 
Biodgett. The Commissioner said he thought 
po testimony ought to be confined to a recent 

ate. 

Mr. Charles Henrotin, a banker, who was 
cashier of the Merchants’ Loan & "Trust Com- 
pany at the time to which reference is made, 
testified that he remembered that the owners 
of tne Biackhawk ‘Distillery bad obtained a 
joan, but he did not remember how mucb. 

An effort was made by the plaintiffs to put 
Mrs. Milier on the stand, but the defense ob- 
jected.

This 
was refused me by the man over and over 
again. After many requests my worst sus- 
picions were aroused. I feared that my niece 
bad been drugged and carried there against her 
will, else why should I be refuscd such a rea- 
sonabie and proper request. In the absence of 
proof to the contrary under such horrible oir- 
cumstances, I was obliged to assume illegality. 
I secured a warrant and had both parties ar- 
rested, but justas soon as the marriage was 
proven both were released. My niece returued 
with me for the purpose of seeing her mother, 
who was expected in the afternoon. While 
waiting both parties exhibited some 
signs of repentance. The young man ex- 
pressed himself sorry for the course he had 
taken. He voluntarily ackuowledged to me 
he had done wrong, and both agreed to a tem- 
porary separation of two months by way of a 
trial of their affections. I told bim I thought 
ita good plan to take ber to her relatives in 
the South, away from all the excitement at- 
tendant upon the circumstances, and asked 
him if he would have any objections to such a 
trip. He.approved of the plan. Consequently, 
in all good faith, I took her to Louisiana, where 
she remained until Tuesday last, spending 3 
portion of the time at the exposition in New 
Orleans and the remainder with relatives liv- 
ing near that city. It was ber voluntary in- 
tention to spend the two months with these 
relatives. When we learned—much to our 
astonishment and mortification—of the man- 
ner in which the whole affair had been misrep- 
resented in the papers of this city we immedi- 
ately returned. I have seen it stated that my 
neptew telephoned me of the marriage. This 
is not the case. I was positively without any 


knowledge concerning ber.

INSANE CASES TRIED YESTERDAY—A PATIENT'S 
ORATION, 

The jury that sat in the trial of the insane 
eases in the County Court yesterday were 
treated to an oration by the patient John C. 
Welch of No. 420 West Madison street. He 
was formally an insurance agent, and was 
well known at the leading offices on La Salle 
street. He had attempted to cut his throat at 
the Harrison Street Station with a tin cup, and 
the foreman, alludimg to that circumetance 
with the intention of drawing him out, asked: 
„Do you think a sane man would attempt to 
cut bis throat? This was the signal for Welch 
to deliver an oration after the manner 
of a student reading a review lesson 
in Cicero. Sir,” said be. “I well know 
you will not interpret it that way; but do you 
imagine that a General on the battlefield who 
sees defeat and disaster staring bim in the 
face, the enemy in sight, his ragged forces 
scattering, is insane because, to save his honor. 
he plunges bis sword through his body? Read 
history, sir, and then pass upon my case. Read 
history, and then through your intelligence 
and better comprebension of men and their 
actions in all periods and times, read me and 
adjudge me an idiot or a wise man, sound of 
body and mind

THE SOUTH WATER STREET FIRE. 
THE CORONER'S JURY INVESTIGATES THE 
CAUSE OF THE DISASTER. 

The inquest over the two firemen, Martin 
Mulvey and Charles Bird, killed in the South 
Water street fire Sanday night, was held yes- 
terday morning in the Coroner’s office by Dep- 
uty Coroner Knopf. 

The first witness was Superintendent Kirk- 
land. He said be found the upper story of the 
burned buildings had failenin. He believed it 
had been filled with pressed hay. The struct- 
ures should not have been used for heavy 
storage. The joists extended into the walls 
but two inches in the two upper stories. They 
were only 12x2 joists. The headers of the 
stairs were too light. One of them, which had 
not been burned, he found broken off. The 
staircases were weak. 


said Mrs. 


John Lally, a commission merchant, said he 


bad occupied a portion of one of the buildings 
since it was erected in 1873. He stored hay in 
the two upper stories for the last six years. At 
the time of the fire three car-loads were stored 
there. That was a small quantity. ‘There were 
once stored there twenty-four car-loads by a 
sub-tenant, a Mr. Mason. He protested against 
so large a load, and had an expert examirfe the 
building. The expert pronounced it safe. 
Mason bad put props under the stair-headers. 

He did not know how the hay was distributed 
between the two floors. 

Capt. E. W. Murphy of Engine Company 17 
testified as to the circumstances of the fire. 
He and bis men tried to get from the third to 
the fourth floor. The stairs broke and hé and 
his companions feli to the third floor; ‘the pipe 
was buried beneath the débris. He ‘reported 
to Marshal Swen e, who ordered bim to leave 
the building. They went out in the alley, but 
were ordered back. The fourth floor was then 
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near the seminary building. A special accom- 
modation-train conveyed two overflowing car- 
loads of Baptists from the Chicago, Rock Isl 
and & Pacific Railway depot, making tho dis- 
ta nos to Morgan Park in a little less than two 
hours.

MR. METZ. GETS BIS LITTLE DAUGHTER.

President Blake assured him that the board 
had any amount of power, and would supply 
all that was necessary. 

The verdict in the suit of Higgins & Gil- 
bert, brokers on the Board of 8 
Moorea of Cieveland, O., was the subject of 
considerable interest and discussion on Change 
yesterday. May, 1883, MoCrea, who bad made 
several successful deals previously, and had 
some $19,000 to bis oredit with 2 & 
Gilbert, bought $178,396 worth of pork and 
lard fur delivery Aug. 1. The market went 
against McCrea, and when called ou for more 
margins he repudiated the deal altogether, 
August Higgins & Gilbert, to use their own 
words to a TRIBUNE reporter yesterday, 
„took in the actual property. and 
for it, and he failed to take it off 
our hands.” They then closed him out 
at $146.750, and broutu suit against nim in 
the United States Circuit’ Court of Northern 
Odio for $381,644, the. difference. Moorea 
claimed that the whole affair was a gambling 
scheme, and brought a counter claim against 
the brokers for $19,807 alleged to have been 
lost in previous deals. The jury returned a 
verdiot in bis favor for the amount. 

The allegation that the transaction was a. 
gambling scheme was not sustained, but the 
case was practically decided by Judge Baxter’s 
chargé to the jury, based on what Higgins & 
Gilbert declare to be a misconstruction of Sec. 
6, Rule 26, of the Board of Trade, which reads 
as follows: 

In case any member of the association, acting as 
a commission-merchant, shall have made pur- 
chases or sales, by order and for account of an- 
other, whether the party for whom such purchase 
or sale was made shall be a member of the Board 
of Trade or otherwise, and it shall subsequently 
appear that such trades may be offset and settied 
by other trades made by said commission-mer- 
chant, he sball be deemed authorized to make 
such offset and settiement and to substitute some 
other person or persons for the one from or to 
whom he may have purchased or sold the property 


originally: 

Provided, That in cases of such substitution the 
member or firm making the same shall be held to 
guarentee to his or their principal the ultimate ful- 


. fillment of ail such contracts made for account of 


such principal which have been so transferred, 
and shall be held liable to said principal for all 
damages or loss resulting from such substitution. 
Higgins & Gilbert contended that they had 
‘ringead”’ their trades with MoCrea, but as 
their records failed to show that there was any 
actual substitution of other names when the 
trades were offset, as provided by the forego- 
lug rule, the Judge directed the jury that they 
must find for the defendant although the bro- 
kers sho wed that they had sufficient lard and 
pork coming to them to fill MoCrea’s contract. 
Messrs. Higgins & Gilbert declared yester- 
day that there was no gambling in the transaoc- 
tion aud that no such allegation had been sub- 
stantiated. It was an honest trade, in bar- 
mony with the practice and under the rules of 
the board.
